IN AN OLD ALMAXAC. 


50ME CURIOUS FACTS CULLED FROM 


! A PUBLICATION OF 1835. 


L Dr»«n«tle Incident In the Ho«*e 
of Rvpreaewtatit «•» — Anec*ot*» of 
•Vf»fclaj(t«K — Old Time Po»in*e 
Rate*— Mv» 'Who Ho»e to Fame. 


AXDODS the finds in a recent rummage 
hrough a secondbaud bookst-llor's stock 
was a copy ol the "American Almanac 
end Repository of Useful Knowledge For 
be Yc»r 1835," the contents of which 
were, its publisher assured its readers, 
•of permanent and indeed of increasing 


e." Certain it is that they are of in- 


erest now, although in a way hardly ex- 
pected by the industrious compiler. 


First, of course, come those- astronom- 


ical calculations and predictions which 
Inrnisbed the excuse for almanacs then, 
as uo\v. To these is annexed aa extended 
account of the meteoric shower of Nov. 
L3, 1833. The almanac records that some 
of the fire balls on this occasion were 
so bright as to be visible after the sun 
sad arisen, and a Dr. Smith of North 
Carolina is quoted as declaring that he 
saw one "larger thaa the full moon ris- 
ing." 


Furthermore, the account continues, "at 


Poland, 0., a luminous body was dis- 
tinctly visible ia the northeast for more 
than an hour. It was very brilliant, in 
the form of a pruning fork, and apparent- 
e»Uy 20 feel long and 18 inches broad. 
It gradually settled toward the horizon, 
until it disappeared. At Niagara Falls a 
large, luminous body, shaped like a 
square table, "was seen, nearly in the ze- 
nith, remaining for some time almost sta- 
tionary, emitting large streams of light."

it is recorded in the "Chron- 


icle of Events" that on July 8, 1S34, the 
weather was extremely hot and "eight 
persons (and on the 9th 11 persons.) died in 
ihe city of New York la consequence of 
drinking cold water." 


A dramatic incident is also set down as 


having occurred at the capitol at Wash- 
ington Feb. 11. On the preceding day 
Tbornas Tyler Bouldin, M. C., from Vir- 
ginia/ had been censured by a colleague 
for omitting to call the attention of the 
house to the death of his immediate pred- 
ecessor, John- Randolph. On the llth lie 
had risen to xeply when he was "seized 
with a paralysis, sank down into a chair 
and died immediately." 


The rates of postage in 1835 would 


somewhat startle our postmaster gen- 
eral's present patrons. For a single let- 
ter composed of one piece of paper the 
schedule was as follows:

A letter composed of two pieces of pa- 


per was charged with double these rates; 
of three pieces with triple, and of four 
pieces with quadruple. 
One or more 


pieces mailed as a letter and weighing 
one ounce were charged -with quadruple 
postage and at the same rate should the 
weigbt be greater. 


As an encouragement to_sobriety and 


righteous living the almanac gives Dr. 
Fi unklin's moral code and Mr. Jefferson's 
ten rules of life. A brief essay on the 
"Punctuality of General Washington" is 
added. The latter recounts that when 
Washington "assigned to meet congress 
at noon he never failed to be passing the 
door of the hall while the clock was strik- 
ing 12. Whether his guests were presenl 
or not tie always dined at 4. Not infre- 
quently new members of congress who 
were invited to dine with him delayed until 
dinner was half over, and he would then 
remark: 'Gentlemen, we are puuctua! 
here. My cook never asks whether the 
company has arrived, but whether the 
hour has.' 


"Captain Pease, the father of the stage 


establishment in the United States, had 
beautiful pair of horses which he wishec 
to dispose of to the general, whom he 
knew to be an excellent judge of horses 
llie general appointed 5 o'clock in the 
morning to examine them. But the cap 
tain did not arrive with the horses unti 
5:15, when he was told by the groom tha 
the general was there at 5, and then ful 
filling other engagements. Pease, much 
mortified, was obliged to wait a \veek for 
another opportunity, merely for delaying 
the first quaiter of an hour." 


It is interesting to go through the roste: 


of the national, and state governments 
find note what men were holding office in 
1S31 whose names still live in American 
history. Andrew Jackson was presiden 
and Martin Van Buren vice president 
The cabinet, headed by John Forsyth 
Georgia, secretary of state, included six 
members counting the postmaster gen 
eral, who, the almanac says, "has for th 
most part not been considered a mem 
ber."

He arrived In 
this tity quietly yesterday afternoon 
several hours alu-ad of the tljue sched- 
uled. The state of Mrs. McKinley's 
health was such Sunday morning that 
the president decided to leave Del 
Monte and bring his wife to this city 
Immediately to the home of Henry T. 
Scon, where she could have complete 
rest for a few days and where a spe- 
cialist could be consulted if necessary. 


A special train of two cars and a lo- 


comotive was made up from the presi- 
dent's special, and at 12:30 o'clock the 
president Mrs. McKinley. Miss Bar- 
ber, the president's niece; Secretary 
and Mrs. Cortelyqu, Dr. Rixey and 
Mr. and Mrs. H. T. Scott left Del 
Monte for Sail Francisco, leaving the 
remainder of the presidential party at 
Del Monte. 


Only a few hundred people greeted 


the president upon his arrival in this 
city. His coming was not generally 
fcnown, aud only those who chanced 
to see the bulletins posted by the news- 
papers announcing that the president 
would reach the city at 4 p. m. awaited 
bis train. The president, in order ;to- 
avoid the crowd that was expected to- 
assemble at the Southern Pacific depot 
at Third and Townsend streets, left 
the train with his little party at Valen- 
cia street, a. station iu the southern 
.part,of the Inty:-

When the-train, consisting o.f'a.'bAS"- 


gage car and the president's special 
car, stopped at Valencia street, Mrs. 
McKiniey was carried in a steamer 
chair by two colored porters from the 
private car to a closed carriage in 
waiting. She was heavily veiled, and 
the president and Dr. Rixey followed 
close behind. Mrs. McKinley was gen- 
tly placed in the carriage, and the presi- 
dent and Dr. Rixey took seats in the 
same vehicle. The president was quite 
pale and looked serious. The rest of the 
party followed in carriages. Mr. and" 
Mrs. Scott had arrived at their resi- 
dence ahead of the president and were 
waiting to receive their distinguished 
guests. Mrs. McKinley was again lift- 
ed out of the carriage and placed in an 
invalid chair and curried into the 
house. 


Chang-e of Programme I/ikely. 


Secretary Cortelyou, when question- 


ed concerning Mrs, McKinley's condi- 
tion, stated that there -was nothing 
alarming in her present indisposition 
and that perfect quiet and rest for a 
few days would, restore her to her. 
usual health. It was the impression, 
however, of those who saw Mrs. Mc- 
Kinley that she is very ill and that her 
present gtate may result in au entire 
change of the president's programme. 


Should his wife's health improve the 


president will carry out his intention 
to attend the celebration at San Jose 
today. If, however, her condition shall 
be no better, the president will not 
leave his wife's side, but will allow the 
cabinet officers and others of his party 
to represent him.at Sad Jose. 


Dr. Rixey made the following stater 


ment: 


"Mrs. McKinley stood.the trip from 


Del Monte much better than I expect- 
ed. Hev condition is not serious. She 
will stay here at least a week and 
have perfect rest. I think by that time 
she will be able to continue the jour- 
ney. She has been gaining strength." 


At 9:30 o'clock last night Secretary 


Cortelyou gave the following bulletin 
to the press: • 


"Mrs. McKinley stood the trip from 


Monterey extremely well and is rest- 
ing comfortably at Mr. 'Scott's resi- 
dence. Her attack of indigestion, it is 
believed, will yield promptly to rest 
and remefiipp, while the felon on her 
hand is healing nicely.

These good people forget that our 
iviliz ttion is largely built of wood and 
hat trees must be cut to furnish the 
necessary material. 


The forester is a harverter as well as a 


grower of a crop; ha preserves the 
orest as the human race and all life is' 
reserved, by removal of the old, and 
^production. 
In this last activity only, or mainly, 


toes he differ from lumbsrmen; name 
y, in that he ia bound to reproduce, 
not necessarily the kind of crop that 
nature planted, but ouo that is econom 
cally most desueable. 


Be may Jsecnre this reproduction 


ither by gradually removing the old 
crop, relying on seeds fall-ng from, and 
seedlings developing under the mother 
rees left ou the aro»—aaturil regenera 
ion—or else he may remove the crop 
at oace and replint the cut over area— 
artificial reforestation—or he may com 
bine the two method* in a variety of 
ways.
